We  take  pleasure  in  offering  to  the  citizens  the  present  edition  of  the 
New  Haven  City  Directory.  We  have  given  its  preparation  our  personal 
supervision,  and  though  some  errors  will  be  found,  we  are  confident  that  the 
information  it  contains  is  as  reliable  as  that  of  any  other  Directory  of  its 
size.  We  have  made  some  changes  in  its  style,  hut,  such  only  as  we  think 
will  meet  with  the  approval  of  all. 

In  years  past  it  has  been  customary  to  mention  such  enterprises  as  were 
of  magnitude  sufficient  to  command  public  attention;  but  at  this  time  our 
space  is  limited,  and  we  can  but  briefly  notice  a  few. 

The  Street  Department  of  the  city  have  nearly  completed  the  extensive 
system  of  sewers  on  which  they  have  been  at  work  during  the  past  five  years; 
and  we  can  say  truthfully  that  there  is  not  a  city  in  America,  of  the  size  of 
New  Haven,  that  is  better  drained. 

The  Consolidated  Railroad  Company  have  fitted  up  the  Old  Depot  for 
a  City  Market.  It  was  opened  about  May  1st,  and  such  has  been  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  enterprise  that  every  stall  is  occupied,  and  there  is  a  demand  for 
more. 

Owing  to  the  reduction  of  rents,  and  the  price  of  provisions,  the  cost 
of  living  in  New  Haven  is  less  than  in  most  cities.  This  fact,  together  with 
the  low  price  of  labor  and  material,  has  created'  unusual  activity  in  building, 
especially  in  the  line  of  private  residences. 

Yale  College  continues  to  show  evidences  of  prosperity.  One  wing  (the 
north)  of  the  Peabody  Museum,  corner  of  Elm  and  High  streets,  is  finished 
and  occupied.  We  are  informed  that  the  centre  and  south  wing  will  not  be 
commenced  for  some  time. 

On  June  18th,  the  elegant  and  substantial  new  chapel  for  the  Academic 
department  of  the  College  was  dedicated.  It  is  situated  on  the  corner  of 
Elm  and  College  streets,  facing  the  College  grounds.  “  Battell”  Chapel  is  the 
name  given  it,  in  honor  of  Robbins  Battell,  of  this  State. 

In  conclusion,  we  thank  those  business  men  who  have  favored  us  with 
their  patronage,  and  those  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  labor  by  giving  cor¬ 
rect  information,

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  KEY  HOLDERS. 

1.  On  the  breaking  out  of  a  lire,  notice  should 
be  immediately  communicated  to  the  nearest 
Alarm  Box,  Keys  of  which  are  always  in  the 
hands  of  the  Police,  and  responsible  persons  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Boxes. 

2.  Key  holders,  upon  the  discovery  or  posi¬ 
tive  information  of  a  fire,  will  unlock  the  box, 
pulldown  the  slide  or  hook  once,  and  let  go. 
This  gives  the  desired  alarm  all  over  the  city,  re¬ 
peating  itself  five  times. 

3.  All  persons  giving  fire  alarms  are  request¬ 
ed  to  remain  by  the  box  a  moment,  and  if  no 
clicking  is  heard  in  the  box,  pull  again;  if  you 
still  hear  no  clicking,  go  to  the  next  nearest  box 
and  give  the  alarm  from  that. 

4.  Never  signal  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance 
Never  touch  the  hook  except  to  give  an  alarm  of 
fire.  Be  sure  the  box  is  locked  before  leaving  it. 
Give  an  alarm  for  no  cause  other  than  an  actual 
fire.  Do  not  give  an  alarm  for  a  chimney. 

5.  Owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  are 
requested  to  inform  themselves  of  the  location 
of  the  signal  boxes  near  their  property,  also 
the  places  where  the  keys  are  kept.  Be  sure 
the  alarm  is  properly  given.  One  single  stroke 
of  the  Alarm  Bell  and  Engine  House  Gong  is 
not  given  for  an  alarm  of  fire. 

6.  Alarms  will  be  sounded  on  the  Fire  Bells 
thus  :  For  box  5,  five  strokes,  1—1—1— 1—1 ,  with 
short  intervals  and  repeating.  For  box  32, 


the  strokes,  1-1-1,  a  pause,  then  two  strokes 
1-1,  a  pause,  and  repeating.  Alarms  for  other 
numbers  are  given  in  a  like  manner. 

7.  Ten  successive  strokes  upon  the  Alarm 
Bells  will  be  given  as  a  signal  for  calling  out 
the  whole  Fire  Department. 

Caution. — Never  pull  the  hook  while  the 
Alarm  Bells  or  the  Gong  in  the  box  are  strik¬ 
ing.

The  regular  time  for  the  admission  of  Scholars 
into  the  Public  Schools  is  at  the  beginning  of  the 
School  year,  in  May. 

After  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  any 
applicants  for  admission  may  apply  to  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  who  will 
give  a  card  of  admission  to  some  particular 
school  ;  and  in  case  there  is  no  vacancy  in  the 
proper  grade  of  that  school,  the  applicant’s  name 
will  be  entered  by  the  Principal  upon  a  Register 
of  applications,  and  the  scholars  whose  names 
are  thus  recorded  will  be  entitled  to  seats,  (as 
vacancies  occur,)  according  to  the  order  of  time 
in  which  they  applied. 

Inquiries  about  the  Public  Schools  may  be 
made  every  morning  from  8J^  to  9%  o’clock, 
to  1,  4  to  5  o’clock,  and  7  to  8  P.  M., 
Monday,  and  Friday  evenings,  on  all  all  days 
except  Saturdays  and  during  vacations,  at  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Education.

For  a  carriage  to  and  from  a  funeral,  three 
dollars. 

And  for  the  use  of  a  hackney  coach  or  equiv¬ 
alent  vehicle,  and  two  horses,  two  dollars  per 
hour,  and  at  that  rate  for  fractions  of  an  hour. 

No  owner  or  driver  of  any  baggage  wagon, 
or  express  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  for  the  car¬ 
riage  of  baggage  or  goods  of  - » n y  kind  from 
place  to  place  in  said  city,  shall  charge,  de¬ 
mand,  or  in  any  way  receive  more  than  the  fol¬ 
lowing  rates  or  prices,  viz:

EXTRACTS  FROM  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


PUBLIC  CONVEYANCES. 

No  hack  or  other  vehicle,  whether  on  wheels 
or  runners,  drawn  by  animal  power,  shall  be 
used  or  employed  to  convey  any  person  from 
place  to  place  in  said  city,  for  hire,  and  no  bag¬ 
gage  wagon,  express  wagon,  cart,  dray,  truck 
or  other  vehicle,  whether  on  wheels  or  runners, 
shall  be  used  or  employed  to  convey  any  bag¬ 
gage,  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  freight  orma- 
teriais  from  place  to  place  in  said  city,  for  hire, 
unless  in  accordance  with  these  ordinances,  nor 
unless  under  authority  of,  and  pursuant  to  a  li¬ 
cense,  for  such  vehicle,  and  for  each  driver 
thereof,  as  provided  in  this  ordinance,  and  in 
the  ordinance  concerning  licenses  and  permits. 

Every  such  vehicle  shall  have  the  number  of 
such  license  in  figures  in  the  Arabic  character, 
of  not  less  than  one  inch  in  size,  with  light  fig¬ 
ures  on  a  dark  ground,  or  dark  figures  on  a  light 
ground,  at  all  times  fastened  or  painted  on  the 
outside  and  on  eacli  side  of  the  vehicle,  in  a 
manner  approved  by  chief  of  police,  and  so  as 
to  be  distinctly  seen  and  easily  read  by  passen¬ 
gers  in  the  street. 

Every  vehicle  for  carrying  passengers,  for 
hire,  shall  at  all  times  have  conspicuously  posted 
on  the  inside,  in  a  manner  approved  by  said 
chief,  and  so  as  to  bo  easily  seen  and  lead  by 
passengers,  a  card  containing  the  name  of  the 
owner,  the  number  of  the  license,  and  a  tariff  of 
the  rates  of  such  vehicle. 

Every  such  driver  shall  at  all  times  when  em¬ 
ployed,  or  seeking  employment  for  such  vehicle, 
wear  the  number  of  his  license  conspicuously  on 
his  person,  in  a  manner  directed  by  said  chief ; 
and  he  shall  give,  to  any  one  requiring  it,  his 
name  and  number,  and  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  which  he  drives,  and 
exhibit  a  tariff  of  fares  prescribed  therefor.
